Spring lashed the nation with one 
of the worst storms of the year to­ 
day 
It claimed a mounting toll 
of lives and created crisis condi­ 
tions 
in the South 
and Pacific 
Northwest 
The weird combination of Mid­ 
west snows, Southern floods and 
93 rmle-per-hour winds in Washing­ 
ton state came as the young sea­ 
son was not yet two days old 
Snows which 
reached blizzard 
proportions in the midlands had 
claimed ll lives in traffic acci­ 
dents on the icy highways of Iowa, 
Nebraska, 
Minnesota, 
Missouri, 
Wisconsin and Kansas. 
The weather took four more lives 
for a grand total of 15. A Nebras­ 
ka man froze to death, a Nash­ 
ville, Tenn , girl drowned in her 
flooded back yard, and in Wash­ 
ington state a man was electro­ 
cuted when he stumbled over a 
fallen power line.

A spe­ 
cial weather bulletin warned Chi­ 
cago to brace for cold winds and 
three inches of snow.

Sleet broke 150 long distance tole 
phone lines around Red Oak and 
power line breaks kept Hastings 
and 
Emerson without electricity 
for more than 18 hours. 
The first day of spring Monday 
hit the Southland with tornadic 
winds at Tupelo, Miss. Binning 
ham, and .Alabama's Colbert coun­ 
ty. 
In Birmingham 250 trees were 
knocked down 
Four buildings, in­ 
cluding a 
strikebound telephone 
company warehouse, were levelled 
at Tupelo. 
Four dwellings were 
destroyed and a man was injured 
at Allsboro. Ala 
Floods followed quickly on the 
heels of heavy rains 
Downpoar Floods IOO Homes 
At Tupelo, where IO inches of 
rain fell in 14 hours. IOO homes 
were flooded and water blocked 
all highways leading into the city 
The Duck, Elk and Harpeth riv­ 
ers were over their banks in Ten­ 
nessee. 
In the nation’s midsection, seven 
inches of snow near Iron Mountain, 
Mich . closed schools. Far to the 
south, 30 to 40 cars were stranded 
for a while during a swirling snow 
storm on U. S. 66 in Oklahoma. 
Dropping temperatures in Okla­ 
homa were expected to kill the 
state’s peach crop blossoms. 
In 
neighboring Texas, the tempera­ 
ture varied from 95 at Brownsville 
to 32 at Amarillo.

economy, 
an informed 
public, and a responsible business 
community in the end determine 
the soundness 
of the securities 
m arket." 
Demmler 
said that the stock 
exchanges and organized security 
dealers have the primary respon­ 
sibility 
of policing 
themselves. 
What they do in this respect ‘tran­ 
scends in practical importance any 
thing that could be accomplished 
by an arm y" of commission in­ 
spectors, he said

Theft of the ballots cast in seven 
of Wayne County’s 25 precincts 
last Nov. 4 was disclosed Monday. 
Circuit Judge Ben Eovaldi, Ben­ 
ton, who was hearing the contested 
election for sheriff, sent for the 
disputed ballots. 
County Clerk Tom Scott, accom­ 
panied by both sheriff candidates 
and their lawyers, went to his 
office and opened the safe. Only 
18 of the 25 sacks could be found. 
Scott said he discovered some 
time ago that a staple on a chain 
across 
his 
strongbox 
had 
been 
loosened, but he said he had as­ 
sumed the damage had been done 
in the remodeling of his office. 
“ lf I ’d thought we had people 
in our county so little as to pull 
a trick like this. I’d have hired a 
watchman to remain in my office 
24 hours a day. even though it 
cost th? county $1,000." Scott de­ 
clared. 
The election contest was filed by 
Wayne County Democratic Chair­ 
man W. H. Vaughn in behalf of 
Democrat Robert Wilson. Defend­ 
ant is Republican Elmo Mugrage, 
declared winner over Wilson by six 
votes.
